DEBATE IS LONG 


Canada’s Conativation Again 
Discussed by Members of 
House of Commons. 


LABOR AMENDS BILL 


‘Two Suggestions Put For- 


ward—Would Refer to 
Provinces for Decision, 


PREMIER SPEAKS 


‘Contends That Country Has 


Right to Alter Constitution 
—Meighen Opposes. 


OTTAWA, Web. 19-—(Canadiag 
Tess) —The resolution of W. I, Msee 
Lean, Conservative, South York, 


asking that power to amend the 
B.N.A. Act be granted to the parila. 
ment of Canada, was withdrawn to- 
night by the mover. The amendment 
and sub-amendment were also with- 
drawn. 

Canada’s constitution was again 
the subject of exhausiive debate ia 
the House of Commons tonight. Fer 
hours, members discussed the quos- 
tlon raised by W. F. MacLean, Con-« 
servative, Bouth York, tn his rese- 
lution asking that power to amend 
the B.N.A. Act be vested In the Do- 
minion parliament. In addition to 
the resolution, two amendments, both 
emanating from Labor members, 
were before the house. The firet, 
moved by J. 8. Woodaworth, Winni- 
peg Centre, provided that the con- 
sent of all the provinces be obtained 
before the Hritish parilament was 
asked to grant powers of amendment 
to the Dominion, In amendment to 
this, Willlam Irvine, Eaet Calgary, 
proposed to refer the whole matter 
to the provinctal conference men- 
tioned in the apeech from the throne, 

lixpreasing the hope that the reso- 
lutions and amendments would not 
be presed to a yote, Premier King 
said that he felt it would be tn- 
advisable for the house to pass the 
resolution, even in an amended 
form, without consulting the prov- 
inces. He took issue, however, with 
those who declared that Canada had 
not the right to amend her conatitu- 
tion, “I contend,” said the premier, 
“that we have that right.” The letter 
of the law required the passage of 
an net by the British parliament 
but, on the other hand, Britain could 
make no amendment to the conatitu- 
tion without the consent of the Do- 
minion, The question of whether or 
not amendments could better be 
made within the narrow confines of 
the Dominion was open to discus 
sion, 

Opposes Motion, 

Right Hon, Arthur Metghen, op- 
position leader, announced his in- 
tention of voting against the motion, 
the amendment and the sub-amend- 
ment, Ile expressed regret that any- 
thing in the nature of an attack on 
the judicial committee of the Privy 
Council because of its action in re- 
gard to the Lemieux Act, should 
have been made, “The carrying of 
that act to the Privy Council was 
an impetuous venture from which 
we bave returned with nothin 
remorse and a bill of expense 
said. 

There was, in Canada, an tncreas- 
ing content with the relationship of 
Canada to the empire, sald Sir Henry 
Drayton, There wes much building 
of windiniiis by eritles of imperial 
relations, but it was to be hoped that 
some day when the finavces of Can- 
ada were in a better position that 
this country could play a more 
worthy part in the empire, 

“Does the honorable member think 
that by securing the right to amend 
our own constitution we would in- 
jure the tiles of the empire?” asked 
TA Crerar, Progressive, Mar- 


quette, 

There had been talk, sald Sir 
Henry, in reply, which was harm- 
less insofar as Canada was concern. 
ed, but which was taken by outsiders 
as an indication of discontent within 
the empire, 

All to the Good, 

Anything that Canada could do, 
he said in conclusion, to assure the 
world that Canada was part and 
parcel of the British empire was all 
to the good, 

W. C. Good, Progressive, 
said that there was a widespread 
feeling that the present situation 
respecting Our powers over our con- 
stitution was not satisfactory, Every 
tveaty needed modification § from 
time to time, and this was true of 
the British North America Act. 

Thomas Vien, Liberal, Lotbiniere, 
agreed with the minister of justice 
that before any change tn the eun- 
stitution could be made, the cor- 
sent of ali parties to he original 
agreement should be abtained, The 
proposal before the house “would 
be a radical agreement” and If any- 
thing was done, ft should be done 
by conference with the provinces, 

As a “good democrat,” Mr. Vien 
thought that the senate should be 
representative of public epinion 
The only way to achieve this was te 
make the ate eleotive 

There were cries of “no, no,” and 
Mr, Vien remarked that they prob- 
ably came from men who aspired 
to an @ppo!ntment to the senate, He 
thought that perhaps senators 
shouid be eleoted for a longer per- 
jod than members of the commons 
perhaps nine years, as was the 
custom im France. He would like to 
see some changes in the Canadian

OTTAWA, Feb. 19.—The text of 
the agreement between the govern- 


ment and Sir W Iliam Petersen, un-! 


der the terms of which the latter 
agrees to establish and maintain a 


fleet of ten ships on ths Atlantic in| 


consideration of the annual payment 
of £275,000, is published today 
Under the agreement, which bears 
the signatures of Hon. T. A. Low, 
minister of 
and S'ir Willfam Petersen, Sir Wii- 
liam agrees to supply & fleet of ten 


up-to-date new ships of the most 
modern type, with all the latest 
known appliances for ensuring 


economical, easy and cheap trans- 
portation, and fitted in every respect 
for ocean service. Some of these 
ships, it is stated, are now in course 
of construction, and al! are to be 
approved bv the Britis) Board of 
Trade and sre to have the highest 
classification at Lloyd's. Particulars 
and dotails of the ships aro to be 
furnished to technical representa- 
tives of the government for thelr 
approval. 

The government agrees to pay Sir 
William Petersen an annual sub- 
sidy of £275,000 “from the consoll- 
dated fund or other proper monies 
of the dominion, the same to be 
paid to the contractor at London in 
equal instalments at the end, of 
each month (unless otherwiso 
agreed upon between the contract- 
ing parties) In each year during the 
;continuance of the agreement, the 
{first monthly instalment to become 
due and payable one month after 
the commencement of the service.” 
} It is agreed that the service shall 
commence not later than June 16, 
1925, and continue for a period of 
ten years or for any longer period 
that may be mutually agreed upon. 

The terms of the agreement are 
embodied jn a notice of motion un- 
der the name of the minister of 
trade and commerce, asking for the 
jnpproval of the House of Commons. 
Tomorrow !s set for presentation of 
the motion te the house and a 
strenuous debate will probably de-

Minister of Interior, Dies 
in Toronto. 


TORONTO, Feb. 19.—After an 
{llness of about ten days, Lady Sif- 
ton, wife of Sir Clifford Sifton, a 
former minister of the interior, died 
this morning. Lady Sifton was 
known as one of Canada's outetand- 
ing women and one of the most 
j charming hostesses in Ottawa po- 
litical circles. 

Little hope had been held out for 
recovery by her physicians during 
the past week but death came rath- 
er suddenly from heart disease, She 
was conscious to the end and suf- 
fered little pain. 

Principally on account of the 
weak condition of her heart, her 
physicians counselled against an 
operation. 

The funeral service will be held 
jat the Sifton residence here with 
interment in Mount Pleasant ceme- 
tery. 

Rev. Charles 
of Sherburn 
Church, and Rey.

During her busy life, Lady Sifton 
always put her family firet. She was 
the mother of five sons, J. W. Sifton, 
of Winnipeg; W. B. Sifton, of Lon- 
don, England, and Majors Clifford 
and Victor and Harry S'fton, of To- 
ronto.

“No,” replied WW. F. MacLean,

Hon. T. A. Crerar, Progressive, 
Marquette. said that the motion be- 
fore the house “goes to the very 
core of our national being, and ts 
therefore a matter of firet impor- 
tance.” 

He felt that after hearing the 
speeches of Sir Henry Drayton. an4 
Mr. Hocken, that “they must have 
been living in the realms of dream- 
land for the last ten years.” Canada 
had made great advances, mostly in 
the last decade. She had raised an 
army, had gained the right to send 
an ambassador to the United States, 
and she had signed the halibut 
treaty. The country had advanced 
far beyond 1867, and had risen to 
the dignity of fixing its own con. 
stitutional affairs. Mr. Crerar agreed 
Wholly with the résolution. But in 
any amendment to the B.N.A. act! 
the rights of French Canadian citi- 
zens should be safeguarded and the 
fullest protection given them. 

Mr. Crerar stated that he resented 
any argument that Canada, by ask- 
ing for the right to amend the B.N.A. 
act, would turn eway from the 
motherland. 

Mr. Crerar was in favor of the 
principle of an amendment to the 
B.N.A. act, but not of the method 
proposed in the resdlution. 

L. J. Leaner, Conservative, Van- 
couver South, after tracing the con- 
ferences terminating tn the enect- 
ment of the B.N.A. act, pointed out 
that this legislation had been the re- 
sult of an understanding between 
component parts of the British em- 
pire. The provinces were rtiea to 
the contract and he would hesitate 
to support a resolution “so unceér- 
tain in its terms and indefinite ip ite 
meaning.” 

Would Retuse Je. 

Before giving ite approval to the 
proposal, the house should ask it- 
self what was to be gained.

The adopticu 
of more effective methods of mar- 
keting cannot fail to bring large ro- 
turns to the farmer, which, in turn, 
will result in a general improvement 
in business. 

A considerable amount of tempor- 
ary unemployment prevails through. 
out the Province. Efforts have been 
made by my Government to alleviate 
the resulting distress, and also to 
Provide work. We look forward to 
an early improvement in industrial 
conditions with an increased demand 
for labor. 

Special attention has been given to

System Marks Centeriary of Locomotive. 


Ahbore te on unknown arti«t’« conception of a test of apeed on the

fO events make 1925 notable in the annals of rail transportation. It 

marks the centenary of the locomotive engine and the fortieth anniver- 
sary of the completion of Canada's first transcontinental, the Canadian 
Pacific Raflway's main line from Montreal to Vancouver. The first opened 
a@ new chapter in the history of the world; the second a new chapter in the 
history of Canada. 

Looking back over the events of the intervening century it will readily 
be agreed that the introduction of the locomotive was one of the most 
important events in modern history. It has enriched the life of the Old 
World by delivering to it st low cost the products of the ends of the earth; 
while it has brought within the reach of the pioneer on the frontiers of 
civilization highly finished products which can be developed only where a 
numerous population makes possible a minute division of labor. It has 
given the settler in Northern Alberta, over 5,000 miles distant from London, 
a market in that great metropolis just as certain as that enjoyed by the 
English farmer. It has also made the same settler as much a customer of 
London as are the people of near-by countries 

The locomotive engine 
the Champlain and St. Lawrence Rallroad. This road was oniy 16 n 
long, and ran between the town of La Prairie on the St. Lawrence River 
and St. Jol elieu. This railway was opened in 1836, being 
operated by horses during the first year. 

However, it was not until with the incorporation of the Grand Trunk 
Railway in 1852 that the railway era in Canada really began. While a 
beginning had becn rm till during the next fifteen years only 
60 miles of line were Grand Trunk linked up Ontario and 
Quebec, and gave both prov direct connection with the Atlantic coast 
through Portland. It also laid the foundations for direct connection between 
that port and Chicago. Much railway building followed in Ontario. The 
next project of importance was the building of the Intercolonial, which was 
begun in 1868, and completed in 1876. This gave Ontario and Quebec direct 
connection through Canadian territory with a Canadian port on the Atlantic 
open all the year round. in the meantime an agitation for the building of 
a railway to connect Ontario and Quebec with the Pacific Coast culminated 
in the incorpo on of the Canadian Pacific Railway. 

On Nove 7th, 1885 at Cragellachie in Eagle Pass, a gorge in the 
Gold Range, British Columbia, Sir Donald A. Smith, afterwards Lord Strath- 
eona and Mount Royal, drove the last spike in the main line of the Canadian 
Pacific Rallway, tl connecting Montreal with Vancouver. This was a 
notabie event, not only in the history of Canada, but of the British Empire. 
By the connec of the Pacific Coast with Montreal Canada secured its 
first t cont al railway. Indeed, it was the first real transcontinental 
on this continent, for while in 1869 the east coast of the United States was 
connected with San Francisco by rail, and several other such connections 
have been added, still even now no single railway in the United States 
extends from Coast to Coast as does the Canadian Pacific in Canada. 
November 7th, was also a notable day for the British Empire in that the 
Canadian Pacific provided a short cut from Britain to the Orient. As Sir 
Charles Tupper in his Reminiscences has pointed out, it brought Yokohama 
three weeks nearer to London than it was by the Suez Canal. 

The history of the Canadian Pacific Railway is the history of Greater 
Canada. When it was f proposed there were only four provinces in 
Confederation, Ontario, Quebec, New Brunswick and Nova Scotia. Between 
1870 and 1873 Prince f fard Island, Manitoba, and British Columbia 
entered, the last mentioned on the express condition that it would be con- 
nected with Eastern Canada by a line of railway. At that time Manitoba 
was a meré postage amnp in dimensions, and the regions between it and 
the Rockies were un 

The promise of the Canadian Pacific not only brought British Columbia 
into Confederation, and gave Canada a window on the Pacific; but the build- 
ing of it, by establishing direct and quick communica‘ion between the east 
and the west fixed the destiny of the vast regions west of the Great Lakes 
and north of the 49th parallel. The ties of sentiment were thus strengthened 
by the economic link of steel. Fifty years ago it was by no means certain 
that the territories between Lake Superior and the Rockies would not pass 
tmto the hands of the United States. The shortest route from Eastern 
Canada to Fort Garry, now Winnipeg, was via Chicago and St. Paul. Trade 
mored north and south rather than east and west, ’so that political absorp- 
tion seemed likely to follow American economic penetration.
